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and many new converts to Fede- 
ration football announced their 
allegiance within a short time. 

And what of the future? Well, 
already in 1962 we will see in- 
terstate competitions conducted 
on a representative and also on 
a club basis. 

These new fields for our code 
must lead to a rapidly growing 
public interest, a national unity, 
and a sense of purpose which 

have been badly lacking. 

But there is, as yet, no room 
for complacency. Much remains 
to be done to bring the rest of 
the old Association clubs to see 
our point of view. 

Soccer can only flounder 
while two bodies claim to rule 
in any State — or in Australia 
as a whole. 

Externally our best efforts 
must be directed at gaining ac- 
ceptance in the world-wide com- 
munity of soccer brethren. 


International tours to and 
from this country are an essen- 
in the long run. 

Another vital problem is to 
obtain first class grounds. 

One of the limiting factors in 
our progress is the primitive ac- 
commodation for spectators and 
the poor playing surfaces so pre- 
valent. 

So let us not minimise the 
long task ahead of us. But we 
can at least rejoice that a hope- 
ful step has been at last taken. 

These problems will be tackled 
and attempted — not compla- 
cently ignored, as in the past. 

A new Australian body go- 
verns football; “de facto” if not 
“de jure”, 

Those delegates who pionee- 
red this development in Sydney 
on November 11, 1961, deserve 
our gratitude — and our conti- 
nued support into a_ brighter 
future.

AHEAD

IT WOULD take somebody 
cither biased or ignorant or both 
to deny the fact that after about 
half a century of stagnation 
soccer in Australia is emerging 
1 major sport, 


The achievements since the 
establishment of the Federation 
are too well known to be re- 
peated here. 


HOWEVER, it would be 
foolish to believe that all is well 
with soccer, and the present 
boom will continue if we sit back 
and do nothing. 


Australian soccer has a long 
way to go before it approaches 
world standards. 


This does not mean, of course, 
that it can NOT be done. It can. 
But it will require years of meti- 
culous planning, foresight, and 
it great deal of hard work. 


THE HIGHLY developed 
soccer countries in Europe and, 
to a lesser degree, South America 
have travelled the long road be- 
fore us. 


Uheir example and experience 
ie there to be capitalised on. 


There are few real secrets 
nowadays in the administration 


or the technical skills of soccer 
and those willing to learn can 
do so. 


Our task then should be to 
take stock of our present affairs, 
see in what departments of the 
game we need reforms and set 
to work solving the problems. 


On the administrative side it 
is felt that the status of players 
needs some overhauling. 


The present rules concerning 
their transfers are somewhat 
antiquated. 


For instance — a player who 
signs with a club can be stopped 
from leaving and, theoretically, 
neither £100,000 nor 100 years 
of waiting can set him free. 


Here I would suggest a re- 
form including the introduction 
of a one-year waiting time after 
which a player would become 
“free” to go anywhere. 


SOME order could also be 
introduced in the time-limit of 
transfers between clubs. 
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In most European countries 
the transfers can be affected only 
in the off-season. 


It does not seem right that 
clubs should go on trading pla- 
yers halfway through the year 
and that certain players may 
appear against a club they had 
represented only one week 
earlier. 


Modernising of the registration 
of players in Australia is also of 
utmost importance. 


A more flexible attitude in 
arranging fixtures and a balan- 
ced outlook regarding suspen- 
sions of players are also neces- 
sary. 


In the hot months all matches 
could take place under flood- 
lights to save players and spec- 
tators from the blazing heat of 
early afternoons. 


THE STARTING time of 
competition matches could also 
be more flexible, depending on 
the time darkness sets in . 


Thus it should be possible to 
start the main game at 4 p.m. or 
even 4,15 p.m. when the days 
are longer. 


As the days get shorter, the 
starting time could be changed 
to 3.30 p.m. and finally 3 p.m. 


THE PRESENCE of coaches 
(on the sidelines) during a game 
could also be revised. 

At present coaches are not 
allowed to “instruct” players 
during a match. 

While spectators are allowed 
to shout “instructions” during a 


match, a fully qualified coach is 
not. 

Most of our players could 
take an almost unlimited amount 
of instruction and would be the 
better for it. 

Such regulations do not exist 
overseas yet both the standards 
and the stakes are considerably 
higher. 

Let the coach help his team if 
he can — that’s his job. 

Allow him to “instruct” a 
player — soccer, after all, is not 
a secretive game, 

The only condition imposed 
should be that they do all this 
unobtrusively. 

OF COURSE, the improve- 
ment of Australian soccer does 
not depend entirely on the admi- 
nistration of the code: the clubs 
should show the way. 


Our junior and school soccer 
is still rather neglected. 


The yungsters are not encour- 
aged sufficiently to blossom out 
and take over where their bro- 
thers leave off. 


Perhaps a sponsored cup tour- 
nament for high schools would 
bring results. 


Any financial outlay on ju- 
niors would be paid back with 
interest in years to come — 
that’s where clubs should con- 
centrate instead of basing their 
fortunes entirely on imports. 


It is not a coincidence that in 
1961 not one young Australian 
showed up in any Sydney team 
and we could not greet the 
appearance of a new Watiss or 
Smith or Marston or Hiron.

How many spectators give a 
thought to the trials and tribula- 
tions of the “Man in the middle” 
—- the referee? 

It may have taken years for 
him to become proficient enough 
to be given control of the game, 
so he should know something 
about his job. 

According to some onlookers 
the particular official in charge 
has a very doubtful pedigree, he 
is either too old or too young, 
or unfair, and has no right of 
reply. 

Do you really know the rules, 
do you really know what side is 
offside, or are you like the pla- 
yer who had been ruled offside 
several times and remarked to 
the referee: 

“How can I be offside when 
there are two opponents between 
me and the goal — you and the 
goalkeeper?” 

Yet, while the public soon 
find an excuse for the player, 
they forget that the referee is a 
human, also. 

However, the saying, “There 
are no good referees, some are 
just worse than others”, is slowly 
dying.

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1961 season

Unfortunately there were no 
official attendance figures given 
on the same line as the NSW Fe- 
deration adopts.

However, it has not been al- i 


together a harmonious year — 
there was a case of bribery alle- 
gation which was not proved -— 
and there was some trouble as 
far as the clubs and the VASFA 
were concerned. 

Clubs were disappointed with 
financial arrangements, organi- 
sation, claiming autocratic con- 
trol by officials and rumors were 
circulating of a breakaway by 
the big clubs. This, eventually, 
has taken place with the forma- 
tion of the Victorian Federation 
of Soccer Clubs —— a member of 
the newly formed Australian Fe- 
deration. 

Tt was a wonderful season 
for Junior football and the lar- 
gest number of organised clubs 
ever took part. 

The record year from the Ju- 
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nior’s point of view was con- 
cluded with a mamoth soccer car 
nival in Shepparton in which 
more than 400 boys from ali 
parts of Victoria took part. 

Refereeing in the State ha: 
advanced steadily, though ther 
is room for further improvement. 

It was pointed out to me by 
prominent ex-referee ‘that th 
main failing in Victoria is thai 
certain officials still allow th 
crowd to make decisions fo 
them.

Azzurri, the Italian-sponsored 
team, also had a good season, 
winning the grand final, and were 
runners-up to Hellenic in the pre- 
miership proper, the Ampol £500 
and the Tristram Shield. 


They finished in third place 
in the Ascot £500 and Cup com- 
petition, and early in the season 
played a 3-all draw with APIA 
in Sydney.

DISREGARDING _ trophies 
and cups, the best club team in 
the world in 1961 was probably 
the fantastic FC Santos of Brazil, 
team of Pele and Coutinho. 

Santos made an extensive tour 
of Europe and defeated several 
illustrious teams with ease; Ju- 
ventus, Internazionale, Reims, 
Frankfurt and many others fell 
victim of the superb Brazilians. 

THE YEAR also saw the sad 
eclipse of a great star, perhaps 
the greatest of them all: Mad- 
tid’s Alfredo Di Stefano, 

This 36 year-old artist, while 
still playing great soccer for Mad- 
rid and Spain, has lost some of 
his earlier brilliance and may 
soon retire. 

His place as Europe’s greatest 
player in 1961, decided by a vote 
through the Continent’s sporting 
press, was taken by another South 
American expatriate, Omar Si- 
vori. 

This smallish, swarthy ball ar- 
tist who until 1957 played for 
Argentina, (then having the first 
name of Enrique) is now a natu- 
ralised Italian and the idol of the 
Turin crowds where he plays for 
Juventus. 

WHAT WILL 1962 bring in 
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international soccer? The grea- 
test event will be undoubtedly 
the World Cup finals in Chile 
with Brazil the favorites. 

In the European Cup many 
expect Real Madrid to continue 
where they left off in 1960 and 
win their sixth final out of seven 
tries — a most impressive feast. 

The Mitropa Cup will also re- 
sume in 1962 while in the weeks 
of the World Cup an Intertoto 


tournament will be held for 
teams from half a dozen coun- 
tries to compensate fans for the 
absence of their stars. 


SO THE YEAR promises to 
be not only an exciting but also 
a busy one. 


Full of successes and failures, 
victories and defeats, joys and 
heartbreaks, as is customary in 
this fascinating game.

LAWS AND THE REFEREES 


By RE, 


THE IMPORTATION | of 
players from abroad has created 
a terrific impact on the game 
here, and the style of play has 
naturally altered. 

Yet, although some interpre- 
‘tations of rules may vary, but the 
Laws of the Game remain basi- 
cally the same and here is where 
the man with the whistle — the 
referee — comes into the picture. 

About twelve years ago, the 
diagonal system of fereeing 
was unheard of here, or if anyone 
knew about it, no one implemen- 
ted it. 

In an average game, using the 
diagonal system, the referee has 
to run between 8—10 miles dur- 
ing the course of a match, 


It is a shuddering thought to 
try and guess what mileage was 
recorded in the previous years 
when the official in charge was 
compelled to follow the ball like 
a bloodhound, even to the extent 
of watching and following it 
over the boundary lines. 

And what with the three ball 
system, the poor referee never 
had the time for a few seconds 
breather. 

It is recognised that the main- 
tenance of the finest traditions of 


FEREE 


the game of soccer rests largely 
with the referee and it is realised 
that the ability to control a game 
well makes immense demands 
on the individual. 

Good refereeing, apart from 
a good knowledge of the Laws, 
calls for a sound knowledge of 
human nature, firmness allied 
with rapid thinking, well as 
immense reserves of tact and 
self-confidence. 

This all requires practice and 
can only be gained through ex- 
perience. 

Since the reorganisation of 
soccer here, the role of the ar- 
biter has become much more 
difficult. 

He has to cope not only with 
the language difficulties some- 
times, the nationalistic feelings 
of players and spectators, but 
also with the totally different 
type of football. 

The hit-and-rush tactics of 
the local type of soccer is 
finished. 

Now, players are not supposed 
to touch the goalkeeper, inter- 
pretations of the Advantage 
Law, the Offside, and what 
offence seems to constitute the 
giving of a penalty-kick, are the 
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most debatable points. 

The newcomers arrive here 
with their own version of the 
above, but as any soccer fan, 
who has travelled abroad knows, 
that the aforementioned are still 
the most controversial subjects 
in any part of the globe where 
soccer is played. 

Those who have officiated at 
matches before the influx of 
some temperamental players 
realise the mental strain that a 
referee has to go through, espe- 
cially with regard to injuries to 
players. 

The Law gives the man in 
charge the power to stop the 
game in case of injury, but how 
many are real injuries and how 
many are fakes, poses a prob- 
lem to the most experienced ar- 
biter, because a referee is not a 
doctor. 

SPEAKING about charging 
the goalkeeper — there seems 
to be a gentleman’s agreement 
that the custodian should never 
be touched, and thi why, the 
goalkeepers resort to all ‘types 
of acrobatic displays, which ma- 
ke beautiful shots for the lucky 
photographers, 

Whenever a goalkeeper is 
charged fairly, shoulder to 
shoulder, and he is somersaulted 
with the ball into the net, all that 
he can do is pic’ the ball from 
the net and concede a goal. 

A clever goalie, of course, 
when charged in like manner, al- 
Ways sees to it that the ball is 
not his travelling companion. 

THE ADVANTAGE LAW is 
always extremely difficult to in- 
terpret. 

If a referee sticks to the letter 


of the Law, he will be conti- 
nually blowing his whistle, ad- 
vantage or no advantage, and 
there will always be the odd spec- 
tator to yell “How about swal- 
lowing that whistle, ref.” 

If the arbiter decides to play 
the advantage and in the next 
second it does not materialise, 
he cannot change his decision, 
but the player, in no uncertain 
terms will tell him what he thinks 
of him for not stopping dirty 
play. 

The man with the whistle 
really cannot win,

I hope professional philoso- 
phers will not mind my intrusion 
on their domain, as I am about 
to ponder on the subject of im- 
ported players and their treat- 
ment in Australia. 

Are we heading in the right 
direction? 

To answer this question we 
it ask another one: what 
has become and is becoming of 
the imported players? 

Do they improve, do they re- 
tain their European standard or 
do they decline in their perfor- 
mance? 

My finding is not a rosy one; 
they do not improve, unfortu- 
nately, and, at best, they retain 
their former brilliance. 

But, in great majority of cases, 
the players’ standard declines 
after a couple of seasons. 

What the causes’ 

First of all, we must realise 
that the players migrate here, 
principally, for promise of mate- 
rial gains. 

This is understandable and 
we cannot hold it against them. 
But, what really happens? 
The players are being “be 
stowed” with money, or things 

material, all too quickly. 

On the other hand, they are 
thrown out of their normal rou- 
tine by our failure to provide the 
conditions and facilities they 
have been accustomed to. 

You see — these fellows, or 
great majority of them, were not 
necessarily short of a pound or 
two at home, although they 
might not have been as well off, 
perhaps, as average Australians. 


But, they had conditions, simi- 
lar to those our leading tennis 
players enjoy. 

They had jobs, good jobs, easy 
jobs; jobs that allowed them to 
train four times a week, mor- 
nings and afternoons. 

Their life was training and 
playing football, and — enjoy- 
ing it. 

Here, their life is lots of hard 
work, chasing money and — 
little training (by comparison). 

And the result is that impor- 
ted players are gradually slipping 
in their performance and _stan- 
dard. 

Yes, at the moment we are 
the greatest destroyers of soccer 
talent in the world. 

Yet, the remedy is simple. In- 
stead of throwing them to the 
wolves of materialism, let’s give 
them conditions 

Instead of big signing-on fees 
and fat bonuses, let us pay them 
for time off-work for afternoon 
training sessions; let us pay them 
the difference for possible over- 
and send them to training 
let us pay them — by 
all means — some sane figure 
for actual matches. 

But, let us not allow them to 
work hard and for long hours, 
let us not allow them to train any 
less then they used to. 

Because, then, no matter how 
much you'll promise for a win, 
a player with a run-down body 
and a tired mind will not be 
able to do it. 

A willing spirit alone cannot 
carry a player. 

Neither can former glory.

In fact, as a philosopher has aptly remarked — the 
quickest way to total footballers is to count the feet and 
divide by two. 

On each of the above mentioned feet is a football boot 
‘@ and that is where my kick comes from. 
g Last season was marked by an ever-increasing number of 
untied laces and similar troubles. 
How does it come about that countless players find it 
necessary to adjust their gear within seconds of the kick-off? 
Why are they so shoddily shod? 
This is a very important and significant trend, as — after 
all — boots are the very sole of football. 
I propose, therefore, to make the best of a difficult situa- 
tion and put the whole thing on a business-like basis. 


The Barclay trophy is the solution and the conditions of 
play are: 


1, The winning player shall be the one who has had more 
trouble with his footwear than any other player. (Cup mat- 
ches and representative fixtures do not count). 

2. A player shall be entitled to replace one boot up to 
half-time. 

3. Scoring will be done on a point system: 

(a) Any player who undoes, then re-ties his bootlace 
shall be awarded one point. 


(b) Any player whose lace comes undone of its own free 
will and accord, shall be awarded three points. 


(c) In the event of player’s boot coming off completely ; 
in the course of play, he shall be awarded five points. 


The Barclay trophy will be won by the player who accu- j 
mulates the most points during the season. 


Naturally the trophy carries no monetary prize — just 
the honor. 


Of course we must find an outright winner.
